11 Applicant's arguments with respect to the claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, First Paragraph have been considered, 
but they are not persuasive. 

(a) Applicant has added three new Figures 2-4, and a new paragraph to the specification describing these three Figures . 
Further, Fig. 2 shows a term u H(N)(Echo) n as the output of [ H(N)J. Since the original disclosure does not support this output, this is 
considered NEW MATTER [See MPEP 2163.06]. 

(b) Claim 1 requires "setting continuosly and automatically a degree of reduction of the echo signals to be currently effected , 
in depedence on the noise level N of the current channel, according to a predefined function h(N), wherein h(N) increases as N increase" 
Since the original disclosure does provide a relationship between an echo signal and a noise level , one of ordinary skill in the art will not 
be able to make this invention. A similar thing holds for independent claims 4, 6 and 17. As a result, the rejection of claims 1-10, 15-17 
and 21-27 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, First Paragraph stands. \ A
